WASHINGTON. Sept. 2 —An 
expected 22 per cent increase 
in the residential u se of coal, 
cou pled with labor shortages 
and deteriorating coal delivery 
equ ipment, has prompted the 
Office of Defense Transporta­ 
tion to set u p plans for emer­ 
gency pooled deliveries. 
ODT Director Joseph D. East­ 
man said the estimates of in­ 
creased u se of hard fu el this 
winter were based largely on the 
gradu al conversion from scarcer 
fu els. 
Observing that coal dealers 
also are facing the problem of 
labor shortages 
and 
deterior­ 
ated equ ipment, Eastman an­ 
nou nced 
coal 
delivery 
tru ck 
pools wou ld be established in 
each of the nation’s 142 motor 
transport districts to help meet 
hou seholders' needs for fu el. 
The program, he added, calls 
for selection of dealer commit­ 
tees in each district. The com­ 
mittees will name local boards 
where coal delivery 
problems 
are believed likely, and prepare 
a censu s of coal delivery equ ip­ 
ment and manpower, the 
ca­ 
pacity of operative yards, orders 
on hand, and normal 
delivery 
areas of each dealer. 
This 
information,

said, will be the basis for each 
local delivery pool program.

At Same Time; Changes 
Effective Su nday 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 —Cream­ 
ery bu t'ter will go u p two red ration 
points a pou nd Su nday, and the 
ration valu e of 35 cu ts of fresh 
meat will be redu ced one or two 
points. 
The OPA said today it is boost­ 
ing creamery bu tter from 10 to 12 
points a pou nd becau se produ ction 
is 5 per cent below estimates and 
the "decline is steadily Increasing". 
Cou ntry—farm, chu rned—bu tter will 
be cu t from 10 to 6 points n pou nd 
in an effort to get more of it to 
market. 
Under the OPA revision, a’l lamb 
and mu tton, with the exception of 
breast and flank and some variety 
meats, are redu ced one point, most 
bacon cu ts two points, and a few 
other types of pork one point. Beef 
rib cu ts, roasts and steak and sir­ 
loin steaks are lowered one ration 
point. 
All changes are effective Su nday. 
Meal Su pplies Up 7 Per Cent 
Estimating meat su pplies will be 
7 per cent larger in September than 
in Au gu st. OPA said lamb produ c­ 
tion is higher than advanced esti­ 
mates and pork su pplies are ex­ 
pected to be abou t 13 per cent above 
I Au gu st, bu t beef su pplies will in- 
I crease only s’lghtly. 
“This (meat su pply) Increase is 
insu fficient to permit su bstantial 
redu ctions in all meat point valu es 
bu t the distribu tion of meat short­ 
ages throu ghou t the cou ntry is ex­ 
pected to become more equ al, thu s 
minimizing the danger of tempo­ 
rary, acu te shortages in local areas," 
OPA said. 
"The pu rchasing power of meat- 
fats stamps in September will be 
a little larger than in Au gu st be­ 
cau se the decrease in meat point 
valu es more than cancels the higher 
ration cost of creamery bu tter.” 
No change is made In the nu mber 
of points needed for lard, shorten­ 
ing, cheese or cooking oils and fats.

FLASHBACK 
A long time ag o there was a proposal before con­ 
g ress called the Ruml plan of Income tax reform.

leg islativ e form, it took the name of the Capper- 
Carlson bill. 
The orig inal Idea was to enact the bill in plenty 
of time before last March 15 to put all income tax 
pay ers on a pay -as-y ou-g o basis on that date, account­ 
ing deadline for tax es pay able on the prev ious y ear's 
income. That idea was blocked by the bill's opponents 
In cong ress and the "ex perts’’ who adv ise the treasury 
department. 
The measure was clear. 
It called for putting in­ 
cense tax es on a current basis by skipping pay ments 
due on Income already disposed of.

The trick of the year, if it can be performed, will 
be Prime M inister Churchill's official prospectus of a 
m eeting with President Roosevplt, M arshal Stalin and 
himself sitting around the same table. 
Mr. Churchill's statem ent at Quebec on Tuesday, 
pointing out th at Rtalin, besides being busy with di­ 
rection of the Russian offensive, wouldn’t have be­ 
longed in a conference to discuss strategy against 
Japan puts all the cards on the table. 
G reat B ritain and the United States are fighting 
two-dimensional war. 
They m ust defeat Germany 
and Japan, which have attacked them.
